This regiment descends from a 
force ralsed by Cromwell in 1650, 
the companies comprising it being 
then stationed at Newcastle. . The 
command being given to Colonel 
Monck, the regiment was first 
known as Colonel Monck's” Regi- 
ment, and later us the Lord Gen- 
cral’s Regiment of Guards. 


* On Jonuary 1, 1660, the regiment 
marched with Monck’ out of 
Coldstream, a village in Scotland 
—from-which -it. deri ves..its -name,. on-. 
its way to London, It was to play 
its part in the Restoration to the 
English Throne of Charlies 11, and 
.it was the only Puritan foot repi- 
ment to be kept for service in the 
Royal army.
